That it insisted on India as “Russia’s 
destiny,” and the Greek cross over the 
Hagea Sophia as Russia’s great desider- 
atum in Europe, is well known.

Far and wide throughous Sweden, 
during the past few months, this fact 
has been insisted on.

This idea has 
appealed to a large section of the 
‘Swedish people. It ig possible that they 
see in it much more than there is in it, 
but that it is a serious factor to be 
reckoned with cannot be doubted, 


Finland Is No Better Off 

Meanwhile, what of the position of 
that country, the condition of which 
may be taken as the barometer of Rus- 
sian policy in the north and the test of 
the acuteness or otherwise of the north- 
ern problem. Matters are no better in 
Finland. ‘The steady persistent attack 
on the judiciary still continues. 

The Finnish magistrates still persist 


in their refusal to administer the laws 
decreed a few years ago from St. Peters- 
burg in open contravention of the fun- 
damental laws of the country. Many 
of them have been and still are impris- 
oned, muleted in heavy fines and de- 
prived in many cases of civil rights for 
a long term of years. The present pro- 
posals to impose a duty on imported 
corn is one of the latest blows dealt 
from St. Petersburg at the prosperity 
of the country. 

Any one who knows anything of Fin- 
land knows that Finland cannot grow 
mearly corn enough for her needs and 
that such a tax as the one proposed can 
only cause privation, especially in the 
north where only barley can be grown. 

There is, however, worse than this in 
prospect. Russia has entered upon a 
definite campaign against Finland’s ex- 
ceptionally enlightened educational sys- 
tem. The authorities at St. Petersburg, 
with the aid of the Finnish Senate, a 
body nominated by the Tsar, have de- 
cided that nothing from the general 
revenue of the country may be spent 
on education, and that the Diet must 
find some other means of supporting the 
national schools, 

So the work of subjugation goes on. 
The national defense sce in Sweden 
may see the danger as too immediate, 
but it is at least open te question 
whether the members of this party are 
more wrong than the Socialists who 
virtually profess that the Russian dan- 


FEDERAL PLAN 
FOR THE ULSTER 
QUESTION URGED 


Eleven Liberal Members of Brit- 


ish House of Commons Declare 
in Statement It Is High 
Time for Concerted Action 


CALLED ONLY HOPE 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—In a long letter to the 
press, 11 Liberal members strongly ad- 
vocate federalism as the only solution 
of the Irish question. After referring to 
Sir Edward Carson’s conditions witl re- 
gard to a reasonable settlement, which 
were as follows: 

1. That no settlement must humili- 
ate or degrade us. _, 

2. That we must have reserved to us 
what every citizen has, neither more nor 
less, the same protection of the Im- 
perial Parliament. 

3. We must have no Bill and no Act 
which establishes the foundation for the 
ultimate separation of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

The writers proceed to point out that 
in spite of the fact that these conditions 
were cordially accepted at the time by 
the Prime minister, no further progress 
has been made. 

The letter then goes on to recall the 
number of prominent people who have 
advocated the federal solution since that 
time. It also draws attention to the 
numerous warnings which have been 
issued by prominent statesmen as to the 
seriousness of the position.

BRITISH SUFFRAGE CAMPAIGN 
CONTINUES ON ACTIVE LINES 


May Day Procession Includes Member of Woman's Social 
and Political Union Riding on Horseback in the 
Character of Joan of Arc—French Ballot Results 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—As announced in a Monitor 
despatch, the opening of the Royal Acad- 
emy has given the militants an oppor- 


tunity of once more proving their inten- 
tion of creating an unpleasant situation 
until the enfranchisement of women is an 
accomplished fact. 

About 1 o’clock on the opening day at 
Burlington House, a lady, who was 
standing in front of Mr. Sargent’s picture 
of Mr. James, was observed to whip a 
hatchet out of her muff and, before she 
could be prevented, deal several blows 
at the picture, smashing the glass and 
inflicting cuts on the canvas. The large 
gallery in which the picture hung was 
crowded at the time. 

Among the bystanders was a man who 
made some remark favorable to the 
lady’s action and attempted to shield 
her from the anger of the other visitors. 
A scene of some violence occurred, in the 
middle of which the offender was removed 
to the office by a detective and several 
guardians. 


Woman Makes Statement 


Appearing later before the magistrate 
at Marlborough street, she gave her name 
as Mrs. Mary Wood. A constable stated 
that the accused had made a statement 
to him to the effect that the picture 
would not have been damaged if the vote 
were given to women. Walter Lamb, the 
secretary of the Royal Academy, said he 
thought the picture was repairable and 
that the commercial depreciation would 
be somewhere between £100 and £200. 
Mrs. Wood was committed for trial. 

At a meeting of the Women’s Social 
and Political Union a statement was 
read by Mrs. Mansel, sent by Mrs. Wood, 
in which she said, “I have tried to de- 
stroy a valuable picture, because I wish 
to show the public that they have no se- 
curity for their property nor for their 
art treasures, until women are given 
their political freedom. This is a protest

power to: help to right wrongs. Govern- 
ment rests upon the consent of the gov- 
erned, and women do not consent to a 
mode of government which does not rem- 
edy the evils against which they strive.” 


Bowling Club Pavilion Burned 


The Cavehill Bowling Club pavilion at 
Belfast has been destroyed by fire and a 
quantity of suffragette literature and 
telegraph forms containing messages for 
Sir Edward Carson were found.

HEAVY SENTENCES 
OF GERMAN AIRMEN 
CAUSE OF SURPRISE 


(Special correspondence of the Monitor) 

BERLIN, Germany—The sentence of 
six’ months’ solitary confinement recently 
passed on the three German aeronauts 
has caused great surprise throughout 
Germany, while even Russians consider 
the sentence a very heavy one,

“The withdrawal on April 18 of all of 
the troops from the large area covered 
by the strike, save the small body sta- 
tioned at Ludlow, and who were left 
behind because of the urgent request of 
residents of the locality, was followed 
immediately by the battle of April 20, 
which, according to the account of wit- 
ness, was precipitated by the strikers 
occupying the tent colony just after a 
visit by a military detail for the purpose 
of demanding the release of a man re- 
ported as being unlawfully detained by 
the strikers. 


Story of the Ludlow Affair 


“The preponderance of testimony de- 
clares that the Greek contingent of the 


strikers’ colony, entrenched in a rail-| 


road cut where the strikers had pre- 
viously secretly hidden 300 guns, began 
the attack. During the conflict follow- 
ing, a fire was started accidentally 
either by an overturned stove or an ex- 
plosion, and two women and 1} children 
were afterwards found suffocated in a 
covered pit dug under a tent. Not one 
of them was hit by a bullet, as was 
shown by the report of the coroner's 
jury. The presence of women and chil- 
dren in such pits was not suspected by 
the soldiers who had seen them running 
in large numbers to an arroya before 
the first shots were fired. Evidence also 
shows that eight hours after the begin- 
ning of the fight, when screams were 
heard issuing.fram the tents, certain of 
the troops at the risk of their own lives, 
under constant fire from the Greek 
strikers, rushed to the rescue and re- 
moved the women to a place of safety, 
and in this removal, first discovered the 
existence of the subterranean pits. 
Both sides agree that no woman was 
struck by a bullet from either side. No 
machine gun was at any time directed 
against the colony. 

“A boy of 12 crossing the field was 
shot in the forehead while facing the 
strikers. The elaborate rifle pits occu- 


’| pied by the strikers showed that they 


had made deliberate preparation for bat- 
tle, and were so located that the shots 


'from them could not be answered by the 


troops without firing into the tent col- 
ony which the pits surrounded. 


Disposition of the Militia 

“That the attack was not- planned by 
the troops is conclusively shown by the 
fact that the soldiers were scattered 
about the district, employed in their 
usual morning work, and that the com- 
manding positions ‘were occupied by the 
strikers in the beginning of the fray. 
The entire force of troops, in thé‘ early 
part of the day was but 38 men as 
against at least 500 armed strikers. 


“Later in the day other troops and 
individuals entered. into the fight and it 
is charged that there were instances of 
acts of violence on the part of those 
opposing the strikers, the most serious

“It. is well said that whey riot and 
insurrection occur every citizen of a state 
has the right to call upon the proper 
authorities for protection, and if the 
state will not protect the property and 
persons of its citizens, both in their life 


and their liberty, then the state will he) 
come a useless and worthless thing. Such 
a state would be no place:for the poor 
man or rich man, because no one would 
be safe in his person or his property. 
The present peace and future prosperity 
of Colorado depend upon its right to 
save itself; the right to have its laws 
obeyed, and to compel such obedience.

Mine Owners Again Refuse to 
Consider Plan to Mediate— 
Strikers Renew Their Assur- 
ances of Being Ready to Settle 


BUSINESS REASSURED 


DENVER, Colo.—Another attempt by 
Governor Ammons to settle the coal 
miners’ strike was made Tuesday. 

The Governor in his reply to President 
Wilson’s note on Saturday said that a 
committee had been appointed by the 
Legislature to investigate the strike and 
to mediate, if possible, the differences be- 
tween the unions-and the operators. 

Attorneys for the coal corporations, in- 
cluding the Colorado Fuel & Iron Com- 
pany, the Rockefeller corporation, on 
Tuesday annnounced they would not con- 
sider mediation under any circumstances, 
as they “have nothing to mediate.” 

At the same time the strikers indicated 
willingness to accept any board of med- 
jation if assurance could be given that 
they would be treated fairly. 

The refusal of the coal companies to 
consider mediation nullifies every act of 
the Legislature except the appropriation 
of $1,000,000 for state troops for past and 
future duty in the strike zone. 

The announcement late Monday night 
at. the White House that the federal 
troops will be kept in the disaffected dis- 
tricts until it seems they can be recalled 
with safety to the country has been well 
received by strikers and business men. 

The notice given out by the operators’ 
counsel that the coal corporations will 
not consider mediation in any form is 
considered only a reiteration of their 
former statements. 

John McLennan, district president of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
announced on Tuesday‘ that the strikers 
will not testify at the court-martial of 
Major Hamrock and 39 other officers in 
charge of Ludlow. It is the general 
opinion that the real reason for with- 
holding the testimony of the strikers is 
to preserve the evidence for other pro- 
ajceedings, if the court-martial fails to 
convict the men on trial. 

The district attorney at Trinidad has 
announced that he is ready to prosecute 
the nfilitiamen so soon‘as the court- 
martial ends, if they are acquitted by 
the military board. 

It is expected that the court-martial 
will end its inquiry early today.

endowment, no special effort has been 
made to secure new members.

In other states over 400 clubs 
joined the General Federation during the 
past year.

State President Riésarts 


Mrs. George Winslow Perkins, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, said: “During 
the year 1913-1914 15 clubs have joined 
the state federation, namely: Auburn- 
dale Woman’s Club, the Women’s Pub- 
licity Club of Boston, the Old Colony 
Union of Bourne, the Brewster Woman’s 
Ciub, the Community Club of Canton, 
the Harvard Woman’s Club, the Fort- 
nightly Club of Leominster, the Politi- 
cal Club of Lynn, the North Adams 
Woman’s Club, the Southbridge Woman’s

Report on Civic Service 


Mrs, Johr T. Tabor read the civil 
service reform department. She said: 
“The civil service reform department 
represents what shoukl be one of the 
most vital interests of club women, for, 
as former President Eliot always says: 
‘Civil service reform is the basis of all 
reforms. It is even of greater impor- 
tance to the individual home than it is 
to the national administration. Club 
women must realize that this reform is 
much more a social and domestic prob- 
lem than it is a political one. The work 
of this committee would then be far 
more” effective. 

For the Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, Assistant Clerk 
Miss Jessie M. Forten said: “The work 
of the assistant clerk varies little from 
year to year. The task of collecting and 
arranging material for the manual was 
done during the summer, and 700 copies 
issued in ‘September. The demand for 
the manual has been greater than in 
any previous year, so that two months 
ago the supply was exhausted. 

Mrs. Donald S. Burr read the report 
of the press committee. She said that 
during the.present year the work of the 
press committee has variéd from that of 
previous years only in the amount of 
clerical work. All pfeliminary announce- 
ments of meetings and conferences as 
well as reports of regular meetings, 
have been sent to 25 papers instead of 
five, as was done last year, as have all 
bulletins in regard to the biennial which 
have been sent from the general federa- 
tion press chairman, 


Growth of Information Bureau

| RUGS MADE FROM 
A WORN CARPET 


Take, let us say, two yards of 
dark green monk’s cloth, 63 incheg 
wide, and lay it smoothly down 
over a worn piece of carpet, sewing 
the selvage of the cloth to the 
selvage. of the carpet—or, if the 
arpet has to be cut so that a 
selvage is impossible, whip the raw 
edge carefully before fastening the 
monk’s, cloth to it. 

At the ends allow two inches of 
‘the cloth to extend ‘beyond the 
edges of the carpet, which must 
be first whipped before they are_ 
fastened down. Then unravel the 

ends of the cloth—a - particularly 
easy thing to do with monk’s cloth 
—and in this yay make a finishing 
fringe. If further ornamentation 
is desired a stenciled border may 
be painted on either end. Or a 
band of a ligkter or darker shade 
than the color of the monk’s cloth 
used may’ be stitched on perfectly 
plain or applied in a conventional 
design. ’ 

In my own house, writes a Dal- 
las News contributor, we have made 
not only rugs such' as the above 
but most attractive small rugs for 
the bathroom, using burlap instead 
of the monk’s cloth and ornament- 
ing them with a simple cross- 
stitch design worked in heavy yarn.

HEARTY DISH FOR 
THREE PERSONS 


A novel way of using a small quantity 
of meat, says the Dallas News, is to 
serve a portion of scrambled egg on in- 


7 dividual plates, and parting sufficiently 


to nest a meat cake in the center. Place 
across this three or four strips _of' fried 
chopped red peppers. , Pour a portion of 
the meat gravy over and add a slice of 
fried bacon to the top and a garnish of 
parsley around edge of the plate. 

Prepare al] articles ready for cooking 
so that they may be done quickly at the 
last, as each one must be kept warm 
until all are cooked. Have the plates hot 
in which you serve them. Cook them 
in this order: First, bacon; use as 
many slices as there are portions served. 
Second, celery; use good inside pieces 
from three to six inches long. Dry with 
a cloth and flatten any round pieces so 
that they may be flat in the pan, and 
fry evenly. Fry in a little butter and 
season well while cooking. When done, 
remove from pan and fry the peppers in 
the same pan. Third, peppers; chop into 
one half inch pieces and fry in a little 
butter, seasoning well while cooking. 
Fourth, meat; put through the meat 
chopper one half pound round steak, one 
small onion and one small branch of 
celery; add pepper and salt and form into 
round, flat cakes one half inch thick. 
Fry in abundance of butter so that there 
will be plenty of brown butter gravy. 
Brown quickly over very hot fire if you 
like it rare. Fifth, eggs; three eggs to 
three teaspoonfuls of water. Scramble 
over slow fire so they will not be hard. 

The. quantities given are for three 
persons. In this way one may use a 
few eggs and a small quantity of meat 
and yet have a most appetizing and deli- 
cious dish for each person.

CHOCOLATE CRULLERS 

These are very dainty and not much 
trouble to make. Beat two eggs until 
they are creamy, then beat in‘a little 
at a time one cup of sugar. Soften a 
tablespoon of butter without melting it, 
and add to the mixture, also a square of 
grated chocolate and cinnamon to taste, 
from a teaspoon to a_ tablespoonful 
(level) accordingsas this spiee is liked. 
Mix well, Sift three cups of flour with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, and 
stir into the other ingredients alter- 
nately, with less than one cup of sweet 
milk. Roll out one quarter of an inch 
thick, cut with a doughnut cutter, and 
drop into smoking hot fat. Drain on 
soft paper when taken from the pot, 
and while still hot roll in powdered 
sugar.—St. Paul Dispatch.

In 
this class are the rural credits bill, and 
the woman suffrage and prohibition res- 
olutions calling for amendments to the 
constitution. Adherents to these meas- 
ures insist that they shall see action 
before adjournment, but they are in the 
minority in this opinion. It is probable 
that some of these things may pass the 
House. This will give opportunity for 
the Senate to pass upon these matters 
next December, while the House is busy 
preparing the short session appropria- 
tion bills. 

In passing it should be recalled that 
the House calendar is practically out of 
commission for the remainder of this 
session, due to the fact that the Wat- 
kins bill for revision of the judicial 
code is the unfinished business on calen- 
dar Wednesdays and promises to main- 
tain the debate on calendar Wednesdays 
as long as Congress stays. This Dill in 
itself is open to much legitimate debate 
and there are bills following it on the 
calendar which members do not want 
to come up for a vote, and they will 
debate the Watkins bill to prevent con- 
sideration of those following. The re- 
sult is that whatever measures come 
up in the House from now on must come 
up by unanimous consent or by bring- 
ing in a specia] cloture rule. 


Few Bills Pass 


To date 16,585 bills have been latee- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
and 5574 in the Senate. Of this number 
only 65 bills, nine joint resolutions and 
three concurrent resolutions have become 
law, 720 have been reported to the House 
ealendar and 445 to the Senate calendar, 
from committees. A few more will come 
out from committees and a few will pass, 
but with the work of the session now cir- 
cumscribed it is difficult to get commit- 
tees to spend time in apparently futile 
consideration of the measures they have 
in hand. 

Excepting the trust bills, the principal 
measures of general interest upon which 
much time and consideration have been 
spent by committees in hearings and in 
executive session, but which have yet 
to come before one or both houses for 
action, may be summarized as follows: 

Rural credits bill, reported to the Sen- 
ate and House banking and currency 
committees by the Hollis-Bulkley joint 
sub-committee which has had it in the

cratic caucus because it provides for fed- 
eral aid, which the President opposes. 


Woman Suffrage Up 


The woman suffrage amendment to the 
constitution, reported from committees 
and now on calendars in both houses. It 
is not unlikely that both the Senate and 
House will vote on this resolution before 
adjournment, but as it must pass by a 
two thirds vote defeat is expected. 

Prohibition amendment to the consti- 
tution, reported to the House from the 
judiciary committee without recommen- 
dation. It may come to a vote. The 
liquor interests are said to favor bring- 
ing it to a vote for they are confident 
it can be defeated. 

Waterpower bill, amending the general 
dam act and providing for dam leases on 
navigable rivers. The bill, at odds with 
both the Lane, Garrison and conserva- 
tionists’ program, has been reported to 
the House by Chairman Adamson of the 
interstate and foreign commerce commit- 
tee. It has a privileged status by 
unanimous ‘consent in the House and may 
come to a vote, but will provoke much 
debate. A water power bill for navigable 
rivers has been in preparation by a sub- 
committee of the Senate commerce com- 
mittee, but has not yet even been in- 
troduced. 


Alien Bill on Call 


Immigration bill (Burnett-Dillingham), 
containing the literacy test which caused 
President Taft to veto a similar bill last 
year, has passed the House and been re- 
ported to the Senate calendar by Chair- 
Senator 
Smith promises to call the bill up as 
soon as possible, maybe following dis- 
position of the agricultural appropriation 
bill. Other senators believe it will not 
come to a vote. 

Publie lands waterpower bill, prepared 
by Secretary of the Interior Lane and 
Representative Ferris of Oklahoma, hav- 
ing the support of the conservationists, is 
now before the House public lands com- 
mittee. Hearings have been completed 
and a report is being prepared by Rep- 
resentative Graham of Illinois to accom- 
pany presentation of the bill to the 
House in the near future. No action is 
expected until next session. 

Good roads bill passed the House as 
the Shackleford bill, carrying a $25,000,- 
000 appropriation, but has been reported 


Lake in Miller park that is ly for Lae pt eting 


part of the city, fronting on the Missouri 
river, is one of the most popular. This 
contains,111 acres, with a large lake that 
provides skating in the winter and ‘boat- 
ing in the summer. The city zoo, with 
its buffalo, deer, bears, coyotes, wolves, 
alligators and a well-selected aviary, finds 
a natural home on the hills and in the 
valleys. 

Elmwood, in the western part of the 
city, has 208 acres, conveniently located 
as to transportation. This park, with its 
vast expanse of open. ground, affords op- 
portunities for recreation grounds where 
baseball and other popular sports hold 
sway. 

Miller and Carter parks in the north, 
the former with 78 acres and the latter 
With 303 acres, are well equipped for 
popular pastimes. Miller park is one 
of the most attractive of the system, 
with its artesian wells, golf links and 
its lakes. It is to these lakes that the 
youngsters hie in the summertime and 
there, under the watchful eyes of the 
superintendent, they paddle and swim to 
eontent. Adjoining Levi 
Carter park is a lake covering 450 acres, 
which affords an ideal amusement resort, 
summer and winter. 

To the critical student of nature, 
Hanscom park, situated nearer the city— 
in fact, within 15 minutes’ ride of the 
business center—is perhaps the most 
beautiful of tie entire system. This 
park has been characterized by experts 
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as one of the four most beautiful parks 
in the United States. It contains 78 
acres, harbors a small lake utilized for 
bathing and skating and is readily ac- 
cessible from all parts of the city. 


Bonds for Improvements 
Omaha’s lesser parks have 
located with a view to the convenience 
of the people rather than to the size of 
the parks. Consequently some of them 


are small in area. Bemis park, with 11 
acres, in the middle western part of the 
city, is called a veritable bower of 
beauty. Deer park on the south, with 
19 acres, serves a restricted area in its 
immediate section, while Kountz park, 
with 11 acres, does similar duty in the 
north. Scattered at frequent intervals 
through the city are Curtis Turner park, 
with eight acres, Bluff View with one 
acre, Himebaugh with two acres, and 
Jefferson square with two acres. 

Jetferson square is really “No Man’s” 
home. Located immediately in the heart 
of the city on Sixteenth street, the main 
artery north and south, Jefferson square 
affords a resting place for the man who 
has no place to call home. Under 
supervision men are permitted to sleep 
in this park and it has become known 
for its conveniences in this respect. 

The system of boulevards, outlined 
with respect to the parks as the termini, 
is so planned that they take in the 
natural beauties so generously provided. 
Central boulevard, winding its way froin 
the north to the scuth, is unique in 
many respects. In its entire course it is 
within 20 minutes’ ride of the business 
section, and more often within 10 min- 
utes’ ride, yet within its course there 
is not a hint of city activity; rather it 
is a reminder of the wilds of the early 
days. 

For many years Omaha did not seem 
to appreciate its parks and boulevard 
possibilities. It is only in very recent 
years that systematic study has been 
given them and intelligent direction has 
been provided. The awakening, however, 
has come, and Omaha is not compelled 
to make sacrifices in order that it may 
have a park and boulevard system com- 
mensurate with its needs; this fall the 
people will be asked to vote $1,000,000 
for park and boulevard purposes. If-a 
plan is offered for the judicious expendi- 
ture of this amount it is probable that 
the bonds will be authorized and Omaha 
permitted to take another step forward 
with respect to its park and boulevard 
development.

The 
La Follette-Alexander seaman’s bill 
passed the Senate last session, and has 
been since in the House merchant marine 
where extensive hearings

ful because of the delay, and because the 
bill is certain to be amended so it will 
unsatisfactory to the Senate conferees. 
The safety-at-sea convention, signed by 
the United States representatives at the 
London conference, is before the Senate 
foreign relations committee, a resolu- 
tion to accompany its favorable report 
to the Senate being in preparation by a 
subcommittee. The Senate probably 
wil] ratify it, which is a further obstacle 
to the seaman’s bill. 

Coal, oil and gas leases on _ public 
lands are provided in the Walsh bills be- 
fore the Senate committee on _ public 
lands, There is little likelihood that 
they will be considered this session. The 
Ferris bill of similar nature is on the 
House calendar. 

Prison labor and child labor regula- 
tion bills in considerable number are be- 
fore the Senate and House committees on 
interstate commerce and education and 
labor, and the Senate commitee on man- 
ufactures. The Reed bill is on the Sen- 
ate calendar. 

Stock exchange regulation is provided 
in the Owen bill before banking and cur- 
rency committee. It may be reported, 
but on the understanding that it will 
not be pressed at this session. 

Porto Rico civil government is pro- 
vided in the Jones bill in the House, re- 
ported from the insular affairs commit- 
tee, and in the Shafroth bill in the Sen 
ate committee on Pacific islands and 
Porto Rico. No action is expected. 


Senate and House Calenders 


The principal bills on the Senate calen- 
dar, which come up in order as they are 
reached when the calendar is under con- 
sideration, and which require unanimous 
consent for consideration, are: 

Panama canal tolls exemption répeal; 
woman suffrage amendment resolution;

It 
will consist of typical reading lists on 
vocational guidance, debating; courses of 
study in library methods; pamphlets on 
school library administration; photo- 
graphs of school library. buildings and 
other graphic illustrations of the sig- 
nificant work school libraries are doing, 
It is expected that this exhibition will 
eventually be on display at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition.

“Direct sending of books to the lib- 
rary’s patrons, as well as loans effected 
through other libraries, will be greatly 
facilitated by the cheapened mail ser- 
vice,” says the Dial, commenting on the 


admission of books of more than eight 
ounces in weight to parcel post privileges. 
“From Virginia there comes word from 
the state librarian that ‘the extension of 
the parcel post rates has already had a 
ecnsiderable effect in increasing the use 
of the Virginia state library by the peo- 
ple in the interior of the state.’ 


“The present zone or graduated rates 
makes rather expensive the sending of 
books from Maine to California, or from 
Florida to Oregon; but the chief call for 
the new service will involve much shorter 
distances and for the longer ones we 
now have a lowered express rate. On the 
Whole there seems to be no reason why 
henceforth, within certain limits and 
under necessary safeguards, all the put- 
licly owned books in the country should 
not be available for all the public.” 

In connection with this comment it is 
‘interesting to note in the May bulletin 
of the Chicago public library the an- 
nouncement that “By authorization of 
the board of directors the Chicago pub- 
lic library has instituted a parcel post 
delivery available to any patron desirous 
of having books sent directly to his 
home, Any registered borrower, 
upon depositing $1 to cover the cost of 
mailing books, may participate in this 
service, subject to the general rules of 
the library governing book loans.”

SAN FRANCISCO EXAMINER—Per- 
haps the least noticed and more than 
likely the most valu-

This useful work is carried on all 
the time, the teachers 
going to the pupils instead of the pupils 
coming to the teachers. Almost every 
day the agriculturists of some rural 
commuu.ty form an association to learn 
scientific methods of production, and at 
}once some member of the agricultural de- 
partment of the State University meets 
them to give instructions. The effects of 
all ihis wise economic instruction are 
even now evident. Eventually they will 
transform California into one vast area 
of profitable intensively and wisely cul- 
tivated fields, orchards and gardens. 
MEMPHIS NEWS SCIMITAR—The 
campaign that has been carried on by 
Edjtor Bailey of the

PHILADELPHIA—Boies Penrose and 
Dr. Martin Brumbaugh were nominated 
for United States Senator and Governor 
of Pennsylvania respectively on the Re- 
publican ticket, and Representative A.

DISTRIBUTOR OF 


FOOD IS PRAISED 


‘What May Be Done in are 
Producer and Consumer Into. 
Closer Touch Illustrated by 
System at Work in Washington 


TESTIMONIALS GIVEN 


WASHINGTON—What the parcel post | 
may do in all parts of the country, in| 


the way of bringing into closer touch tfe 
producer in the rural community and the 
consumer in the city, 
in the practical workings of the system 
through the postoftice in this city. Since 
Postmaster General Burleson extended 
the scope of the parcel post hundreds of 


Washington housekeepers have learned 


to take advantage of its opportunities 
to secure fresh vegetables, poultry, 
fruits, etc., from the rural districts at 
moderate cost. 

Washington is one of the big cities of 
the country where the parcel post is be- 


ing tested to show itg utility for direct | 


marketing. Postmaster Otto Praeger, a 
newspaper man, with good ideas about 
advertising the service to the public, has 
published a list of farmers, truckers, 
etc., residing within practical parcel post 
shipping distance of Washington. Op- 
posite their names is set out the pro- 
ducts which they have for sale by way 
of parcel post. This list is calculated to 
encourage the seller and the buyer to 
get together. 

Through Virginia and Maryland there 
are a hundred or more producers in out 
of the way places who want to send 
their goods direct to the family table 
instead of to the commission merchant. 
One may get anything from soup to 
nuts, including oysters and _ clams, 
Smithfield ham, turkeys, ducks, brown 
bread, home-made candy, lemon peel, 
roses, rose bags, old Virginia cornmeal, 
eggs, home-made preserves and even un- 
fermented grape juice. Flowers to adorn 
the table can also be obtained. 


Shipping Instructions 

Postmaster Praeger does not stop at 
furnishing the names of producers. He 
furnishes explicit instruction about ship- 
ping. His circular reads this way: 

“The purpose of this pamphlet is to 
bring the city consumer and the country 
producer together through the facilities 
afforded by the parcel post. 

“This consists of a simple proceeding. 
After you have written to a farmer on 
this list, or any other farmer whose ad- 


‘dress you may have learned from some 


acquaintance, and have made arrange- 
ments as to the price and payment for 
the articles you want to buy, take a 
strong market basket and send it to the 
farmer. If it weighs a pound it will cost 
five cents to mail it to the farmer 
empty, if between one and two pounds 
it will cost six cents to mail. The 
farmer will wrap and pack carefully in 
the basket the article you have ordered, 


and tie over it a cloth for the protection |} 


of the contents, 

“When you have found a satisfactory 
farmer to deal with, shopping by parcel 
post becomes a simple process of sending 
your market basket to the farm with a 
letter telling what you want. The cost 
of that process is just a little less than 
if you got on a street car and rode down 
town and back, and just a trifle more 
than_Lif you ordered what you wanted 
ovef the telephone. You can mail your 
empty basket at any drug store postof- 
fice station. The parcel post brings the 
filled basket to your door. This simple 
process of sending an ordinary strong 
market basket to the farm has been 
found to be entirely satisfactory for 
shipping short distances—say 50 to 100 
miles—several such baskets now going 
empty and returning filled weekly 
through the Washington postoffice, 


Specially Equipped 

“Some farmers, who are especially 
equipped for the parcel post trade, have 
the double corrugated pasteboard ship- 
ping boxes as prescribed by the postof: 
fice department for long-distance ship- 
ping.- These boxes are to be returned to 
the farmer after the contents have been 
removed. Such boxes can be purchased 
in Washington. 


“Housewives who want to deal with 
the farmers direct will realize that some- 
times they may not be able to make an 
entirely satisfactory arrangement the 
first trial, any more than they may find 
satisfactory the first city dealer that 
they may try. Therefore, it is advisable 
to select from this list at random the 
naines of three or four farmers to write 
to, and from the replies pick out two or 
three of the most promising and give 
them a trial before making a final selec- 
tion. 


“Remember that it is more economical 


to buy three or fou: dozen eggs by par- 
cel post than one or two dozens, because 
after the first pound the postage will cost 
the farmer only one cent per pound. 
When writing to the farmer for his 
prices, it is well to tell him what the 
same articles are costing in the city mar- 
ket at the time. This is advisable be- 
cause some farmers have an exaggerated 
idea as to the prices that city people 
are willing to pay for fresh country pro- 
duce, whereas others are entirely moder- 
ate and reasonable. It is also well to 
direct the farmer to mail the basket so 
that it will arrive in the city in time for 
delivery on the day desired. If intended 
for Sunday it should reach Washington 
not later than noon Saturday. Such quo- 
tations as have been furnished by far- 
me~s for produce are posted in the pub- 
lic library, Mt. Vernon square.”

PROGRAM IS INAUGURATED. 


Superintendent Clark Distributes Seeds for Use by Chil- 


dren in Home and 


Community Plats — Yards 


Ploughed and Ready for Assignment to Individuals 


Charles S. Clark, superintendent of 
public schools of Somerville, has started 
with his annual program of interesting 
the pupils of the various schools in the 
matter of raising garden produce. Seeds 
have been distributed among those pu- 
pils and in some instances these are 
being planted at the homes, while in 


others the little gardens will be at the 
schools, 

At several of the schools long plots 
have been laid out along the sides of 
the schoo] yards and are ready for sced- 
ing. At the Edgerley school, under the 
direction of Master Charles E. Brainerd, 
a vacant lot adjoining the school yard 
is being used. This piece of land has 
already been ploughed, tilled and plotted 
into individual gardens. 


Common Gardens Kept 

The community gardens started last 
year on Glen street and Fiske avenue 
will be carried on again this summer. 
The pupils will have a co ipetent in- 
structor fhroughout the growing season. 
Pupils who will agree to be regular in 
their attendance to duties are chosen 
to do the work in these gardens. In 
return the pupils are furnished with 
proper tools and receive instruction how 
to plant and do other things attendant 
to raising produce. The aim is to so 


instruct each child that he will be com- 
petent to conduct a farm of his own. 

The gardens in the school yards are 
not so well taken care of because of the 
fact that they. receive little attention 
during the summer. Furthermore the 
children mostly elect to plant flowers in 
the school yards instead of produce. 

The playground association is aiding in 
making the work of the market garden- 
ing pupils a success. The teachers are 
given credit for aiding the pupils, the 
school department for their moral sup- 
port and the playground association for 
paying an instructor to teach the pupils 
at the Glen street and Fiske avenue 
gardens. 


Instructor Employed 

Harry F., Hathaway, master of the 
Bingham school will act as instructor in 
the employ of the playground associa- 
tion. He is thoroughly familiar with gar- 
dening and gave much valuable assistance 
at the Fiske avenue garden last year. 

Mayor Z. E. Cliff has shown his interest 
by furnishing the horses for the plowing 
and tilling done in the two community 
gardens. 

The pupils took great interest’ in the 
project last year and Superintendent 
Clark says that their interest will be 
doubled this year because they under- 
stand more clearly what the work is.

Stating that the final decision as to 
Whether there shall be a terminus at 
Park street or Postoffice square or both 
shall depend upon the needs of the com- 
munity ‘as shown by the actual use of 
the subway, the Boston transit commis- 
sion in its report just sent to the Legis- 
lature recommends that for the present 
the only terminus of the Boylston street 
subway, now under construction, shall 
be at Park street. : 

It is pointed out that as passengers 
will be able to transfer at Park street 


‘\for the Dorchester tunnel and thus reach 


the South station, and by making other 
tranfers from the Boylston Street sub- 
way reach the Washington Street and 
East Boston tunnels, it is a question 
whether the expense of building another 
tunnel to Postoffice square Avould be ad- 
visable. 

The commission states that the en- 
largement of the Park Street station ‘will 
be undertaken within a short time, and 
the space there will be extended enough 
for two termini. 

The report in part says: ) 

“The business section of Boston covers 
a comparatively small area, and within 
this. area there is apparently already 
provided a greater mileage of subway 
and elevated- lines than in any equal 
area in any American or foreign city, 
with the possible exception of .London 
and New York, 

“It is expected that the extension of 
the East Boston tunnel, which will largely 
igcrease the capacity of the tunnel, will 
be completed some time in 1915. It is 
also expetced that the Dorchester tunnel 
will be completed to the South station, 
and it is hoped that it will be put into 
operation to that point some time in the 
same year.” . 

The report is signed by George F. 
Swain, chairman of the commission.

Interest in the carpet trade has been 
a feature of the week, with leading 
carpet and rug manufacturers holding 
an exhibition sale of fall patterns in 
New York city, the showing having 
begun Monday.

COMPETITION IN 
LONDON MARKET 
F OR GOLD ACTIVE 


The London Statist of May 9 again 
calls attention to “the keenness of the 
foreign competition for gold in the Lon- 
don open market. Competition at the 
moment is keenest on the part of Russia 
and France. Bank of France, with its 
usual judgment, is not too eagér to add 
to its strength, for it is confident that 
whenever occasion arises it can do so be- 
cause the rest of the world is usually in- 
debted to France. For all that there has 
been this week active bidding for gold 
offered in the open market. The bidding 
for the Imperial Bank of Russia, how- 
ever, was keener-still; and, therefore, the 
latter obtained the larger part of: the 


metal that was not taken for India and’ 


the trade. 

“Whatever the Rissian demand, we 
shall have to reckon with a continued 
French demand. For the time being, 
partly because it feels that there is no 
need to hurry as it will be able, before 
any serious need 4s felt, to add satis- 
factorily to its reserve, and partly be- 
cause of the uncertainty respecting the 
outcome of elections and delay in fund- 
ing the floating debt, France is not so 
eager in taking the metal as a little 
time ago was anticipated.

It is said that the report which H. 1. 
Miller submitted to the Boston & Maine 
information and ex- 
pressions of opinion calculated to make 
holders of leased line stocks agreeable to 


their stocks for a Boston & Maine pre- 
ferred stock. “ 

For instance, Mr. Miller shows that 
during the next few years the leased 
lines have maturing about $17,000,000 of 
bonds carrying interest charges of $670,- 
000 per annum. Mr. Miller figures that 
this refunding if done on an average 
basis of 6 per cent would cost these 
leased roads an additional $380,000 more 
per annum in fixed cliarges. 

Mr. Miller estimates that $25,000,000 
is a conservative amount which would 
be required for Boston & Maine addi- 
tions and betterments during the next 
five years. A very large percentage of 
this would be for the leased lines,—the 
Boston & Lowell, Fitchburg and Concord

BRITISH GOLF 


CHAMPIONSHIP 


By VERE KER SEYMER 


(Special to the Monitor) 
SANDWICH, England—The old- world 


‘town of Sandwich, stirring uneasily in 
its long sleep, awakes at last to find the 
‘attention of the sporting communities of 


two continents fixed upon it. Time wes 
when its thriving port pulsed with move- 
ment. Its trade and its maritime popu- 
lation were considerable, and in the far- 
off days of Queen Elizabeth the town 
took its share as one of the Cinque ports | 
in furnishing and equipping the humble | 
| fleet which today has become the great- 
est navy in the ‘world. The sea, whence 
the prosperity of Sandwich was derived, 
has, however, been receding from the 
Kentish coast for several centuries, and 
today the three miles of sand dunes and 
coarse grass, unpicturesque and unprofit- 
able, has converted the once prosperous 
‘seaport: into the veriest Sleepy Hollow

We shall know, 
too, that’ it has neither place nor power, 
intelligence nor truth. It is sometimes 
said that if sin is an illusion or a lie, 
what f there to master; how can you 
deal with nothing? Until you prove, and 
know, and understand, that sin is noth- 
ing it is something to you and you must 
deal with it accordingly. When that is 
first attempted, unless the right stand- 
point has been taken, the subtlety and 
elusiveness’ of sin will be a perplexing 
though not an ,insuperable problem, The 
belief of sin takes a variety of forms, 
and evades attack with an alertness and 
vigilance that gives the false impression 
of invulnerability. But no one should 
be discouraged: the impotence of gin can 
be proved by reliance upon the omnipo- 
tence of divine Lové It is here where} 
the Christ-method of dealing with evil is 
| permanent and effective. 

And. what is this method? It is re- 
vealed in Christian Science by the dec- 
laration that sin can be destroyed; that | 
sin is in fact never pardoned unless it is 
destroyed. For instance, Jesus taught 
that an impure thought is sin; it is 
not necessary that an impure act be 
actually committed to be sin. To keep 
from sinning, therefore, we must purify 
the thought. If we try to do this in 
our own strength we fail; we must turn 
to the divine source of all good. If we 
are sincere in our desire to master sin, 
that desire is a prayer which will bring 
us into touch with the law,.of Life, the 
divine Principle which is ever operative 
for human redemption. That is God’s 
law, the spiritual law of Love. Christ, 
Truth, the divine manifestation of God, 
came to redeem man from the mortal 
law of sin and death; and the work of 
Christ is for every man. ‘To assert that 
man, “having been born_in sin,” cannot 
| help sinning, is to misconceive the pur- 
pose of the Christ mission; it is, in fact, 
| to say that God .ould not or did not 
| create perfect man. One must clearly

patriotic citizens to weigh the recommendations of change, and to 
act upon them in the light of their merits. Multiplication of 
bureaus, departments and commissions has been carried on in 
response to new civic demands, often of unquestionable worth and 
noblest purpose ; demands, nevertheless, that could have been 
answered by action of officials already existent. 

Attention has been given less to correlation of governmental 
agencies than to their multiplication. Consequently it is the natural 
outcome of an examination by an efficiency commission that a 
demand should arise now for lopping off the excrescences and for 
giving something like unity to the state's administrative work, espe- 
cially in its newer forms. The motives for such consolidation and 
correlation may be economic and they may be ethical. If two depart- 
ments practically duplicate each other’s work or if one commission, 
for any reason, can do the work of two and for one half the sum, 
of course the taxpayer must insist on his rights. Moreover, there 
are certain fields of state activity, disciplinary, reformatory and pre- 
ventive, where the highest wisdom points invariably \to concentrated 
authority, because the causes and effects which must be dealt with

‘chases for herself, for her husband, and for the family that her 


efficiency as a helpmeet must be judged. 

When all is said, the old contention, that it is not so much the 
income as the outgo that determines the rate of progress toward 
independence, holds good in the main. There is danger of becoming 
platitudinal in dealing with this subject, but even at that risk it is 


impossible to avoid saying that the cost of living vould hardly be 


much of a burden to most people if they were as careful about 
regulating their outgo as they are about maintaining their income. 
It is the spending of the money more than the getting of it that 
determines the weekly or monthly or yearly balance on hand, or 
the deficit. 

And it is estimated that woman spends at least nine tenths of 
all the money disbursed for household expenses. This leaves one 
tenth to be used by man for his clothing, his club, his automobile, 
his horses, his general recreations and amusements. That allowance, 
taking man in the mass, is held by many to be above the mark. It 
is contended that woman comes nearer spending nineteen twentieths 
of all the money that goes out for the maintenance of the home and 
the family. 

Taking either estimate, it is clear that woman occupies a tre- 


mendously important figure in world economics, and it seems as clear . 


as daylight that as a girl she should be taught how to meet the 
responsibilities in this respect that come to her as a wife and a 
mother. The Monitor, in its household page, has told of a step 
taken toward teaching the art of buying, or the art of shopping, in 
one of the large colleges for girls. This art, or these arts, should 
be taught in all schools and colleges for girls. The ability to buy 
ineans for a woman the ability to conduct the home within the in- 
come of the husband, to-save, to procure comforts that extravagant 
living makes impossible, eventually to insure a large measure of 
family ease and independence. It is necessary to the fulness of 
womanhood that the wife and mother shall be something more than 
a housekeeper, but if she be a good housekeeper all the other accom- 
plishments she may be possessed of will rest upon, her gracefully. 
And this would hardly be the case if the conditions were reversed. 


THE success of county agricultural advisers is all the more 
remarkable when it 1s considered that they are dealing with men 
who have been all their days more in the habit of giving advice 
than taking it. 


THE perfection to which cleaning straw hats has been carried 
seriously qualifies the satisfaction in a new one. 


THE situation of affairs in Colorado is one 
calling for an exceptional degree of wisdom, State 
moral courage, and public spirit by all per- 
sons, official or private, in any way able to Sovereignty 
compose affairs. Some things in the way of 

reformation and reparation can be done off- and 

hand under the pressure of an awakened 
local civic conscience and the scrutiny of the Duty 
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nation. Other desirable transformations 
must await flight of time and slow recon- 
struction of what it has taken years to break down, namely, mutual 
trust. With the balance between nation and state defined as it is 
in the federal constitution, it devolves upon Colorado to reassume, 
as soon as possible, full responsibility for maintenance of law and 
order. President Wilson has done well to remind the state Gov- 
ernor of this fact. On the other hand, the federal troops should 
hardly be withdrawn until such police or militia force as the state 
lias at its disposal is one which, if used, will command obedience 
by something more than mere might. * 

The hour calls for no stressing of constitutional issues anent 
state or federal rights,and duties. It does demand an end to civil 
war that is of a most ravaging sort because it is on a class basis and 
complicated by racial animosities of the antagonists. The settlement 
in the last analysis must be ethical and spiritual; but it will come 
sooner if by any agency a truce can be enforced that will allow time 
ior passions to pass and enmities to vanish. For this reason, it may 
be well if the federal power can remain on duty until it is certain 
that its withdrawal will not cause renewal of conflict. Meantime, 


of course, the state is in duty bound to meet squarely any and all - 


problems of justice involved in the industrial dispute. Temporizing 
will not do.

rivers and the lakes. At the present time Fishes 

some 2000 different sorts of fishes are known | of 

to inhabit the fresh waters of South and Cen- : 

tral America. About 800 of these are found South 
America 


in the rivers of the Amazon basin. Except- 
ing a very few, these are entirely different 
from the fishes of North America, and the 
curious fact has been established through 
recent investigations that the fishes of the Patagonian waters have 
their nearest relatives in Australia, while those of the Amazon and 
its tributaries are in a large measure akin to African species. 

Merely stating the odd names with which the ichthyologist 
stamps the now known fishes of South America, conveys but a slight 
idea of the forms and colors of these inhabitants of the waters of 
the south. Whether the Roosevelt expedition is to add to the 
knowledge of the present is yet to be seen. Apparently most val- 
uable specimens of various sorts have been gathered for the informa- 
tion of those in search of facts touching the teeming Amazon. 
Not all of the known South American fish species are suitable as 
food, but many of them are understood to be of excellent taste and 
quality. If continued investigation should reveal a new source of 
food supply this may prove to be not the least valuable feature of 
this quest to the southward. 
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
